Allueion wan made in theso columns 
a abort timo ugo to certain resolutions 
introduced into the Legislature ot Now 
Brunswick having in view a Legislative 
Union with Newfoundland, Nova 
Sootia and Princo Edward Island. Too 
resolutions wore dofcatod by a largo 
majority, KcflectiDg minds will Uave 
no difficulty in discovering "ravo, por~ 
haps inauporable, obstacles in the way 
of such a union. A union botwoon Now 
Brunswick aud Nova Scotia would bo 
quite natural and is perhaps not altoge- 
ther improbable. But in their oaso uo 
physical obstructions :tro presented. 
Territorially united, and bound together 
by railways traversing them in every 
direction, as will soon b« the case ; 
by no moans disu miliar in the narabor 
and character of their population ; 
both already Provinco* oi the Domin- 
ion, and with interests in many res- 
pects identical, alegislative union be- 
tweon New Brunswick and Nova Seoiia 
would not appear to be an unreasonable 
one. The expense ot gjverniiig these 
Provinces m'gbt bo somewhat roduced by 
such a union, and with one strong 
Legislature it is highly probable that the 
interests oi' the s\ bulo might bo better 
promoted. But in Uio ouse of Now- 
loundlandand Prince Edward island 
the case is osseniially different. Iu the 
first place, it is rather too much to ex- 
pect vhat, ihoso oolonies would, while 
yet remaining out oi the Dominion, give 
themselves up body and S"ul to two 
Provinces oi the Dominion, What earthly 
advantage could they hope to derive from 
such a union? What benefit would uuch 
a union cooler opon Nova Seotia and 
New Brunswick ? It is not, to bo believ- 
ed that in order to obtain advantage* 
at most highly problomat'eal those two 
outlyiug colonies would con>ent that all 
their laws hhould be made and ail their 
affairs managed at some Oupttial on tbu 
mainland whore any representation 
thoy might hope to send would be 
completely swamped by count of uo>e--, 
As Provinces of the Dominion ibey 
would both have much to gain. Fc 
while retaining complete contiol of Lhe'r 
looal affairs and masters ol 
their own wealth they would share 
the national prestige and general tro>- 
perity of tho young Empire. But in 
the other case they would become help- 
less appendages oi ihe larger neighbor- 
ng Provinces. 

Canadian Opiaiou snubbed. 

At the moment Canada wa* bracing 
herself np to tho work of rejecting the 
proposition to sell her fishery rights to 
the Americans lor a vory equivocal con- 
sideration, tho announcement is made 
that her leave will not be asked, that 
her content will bo dispelled with. It 
is staled in our Exclusive Dispatches 
thuttheGovernorGener.il will exeroit-e 
the same prerogative as his royal mis- 
tress in ratifying the Treaty oi Wash- 
ington, without asking the c nseut ol 
Parliament, at least iu bo tar as the 
fisheries are concerned ; but legislation, 
it is odded, may bo required lor opening 
the canals. Apsuuiing the corrcc neon 
ot statements we would prefer to djubt, 
it is more than probable that Canada 
will resent this tuuband a=sert her right 
to be consulted on matters that so nearly 
concern herself, by r, fusii g to Opeu her 
canals. In this way she ooold eithei 
annul the treaty as a whole or render u 
unacceptable to toe Americans, VVi 
should regret ;o see Canada driven to 
takiusr such a hostile attitudej but, we 
would far more regret to bob her tainoly 
submit to such humiliating treatment. 
It may be said thai there is really no- 
thing more humiliating 10 Canada in the 
Governor General ratifying tho Tieaty 
wiihout the consont of Parliament than 
there is to England in the Queen doing 
so. But it must bo remembered thul 
the cases uro entirely differcn', Trie 
Qieon, as tho head ol the nation, ratiuV 
Vho Treaty on Uio advioe of her con 
stitutional advisers, who aro in stem] of 
the people; but the Govornor General 
oi Canada will, it is to bo presumed, 
rat fy tho treaty at the bidding of tOi 
Queen, whose lepiorenta ive he is; and 
llius the nominal cot, sent of Canada 
would bean empty pretense.
